T h a t these will be n umerous 
was forecasted when Mr. Turn er an ­ 
n oun ced that the gran d jury would let 
up un til Mon d ay in ord er that he an d 
his assistan ts an d Attorn ey Gen eral 
Hogan could ex amin e in to proffered 
evid en ce, in volvin g man y legislators 
From members of the assembly 
from an on ymous letters an d from d e­ 
tectives, a great amoun t of material, 
must of it usable, has been collected 
for the con sid eration of the gran d 
jury. 
While in d icatin g that there 
were d evelopmen ts to come an d while 
statin g clearly that the evid en ce se­ 
cured by d etectives while actin g as 
lobbyists comprised on ly a small part 
of the clues secured , Turn er refused 
to say just how man y legislators would 
be in d icted . There is every likelihood 
that the in d ictmen ts will hit past as 
well as presen t members, an d that the 
wet an d d ry campaign s which have 
been featured in recen t session s will 
furn ish pay d irt in the corruption 
probe. 
Amon g the witn esses before the 
gran d jury were W. R. Hopkin s an d 
C. R. Shuler of Clevelan d , who are 
In terested in the passage of the Ed ­ 
ward s subway bill, which would give 
subway compan ies practical con trol of 
streets for all purposes, car lin es 
sewers, telegraph an d telephon e lin es, 
etc. 
Mark Laun d en , private secretary to 
former Govern or Herrick an d Ophi 
Moore, secretary of the Man ufactur­ 
ers' association , were other witn esses. 
The association hired the Burn s d e­ 
tectives three weeks ago to pose as 
lobbyists an d put up a come-on game 
for the bribe takers. 
In d icatin g that the gran d jury kn ew 
about more corruption than was cov­ 
ered in the few cases which the d etec­ 
tives ex posed , is the fact that Repre­ 
sen tative Nye was in d icted on four d if­ 
feren t charges, in two of w’hich it is 
said the 
d etectives were n ot con ­ 
cern ed . 
“These in d ictmen ts showed that we 
kn ew more about the bribery reports 
than was ad van ced by the d etectives,” 
said Prosecutor Turn er. 
“The trials 
w’ill commen ce May 15 if I can get 
through w’ith the gran d jury.” 
There has been talk of suspen d in g 
the in d icted members pen d in g trial, 
hut n othin g has come of the sugges­ 
tion .

As we consider the Ii\ irs of these 
kings of Judah we must remember that 
the throne at Jerusalem is called the 
throne of the Lord, and those who 
reigned there were kings for the Lord 
their (Sod (I Chron xx tx, 23: ll Chron. 
tx, Sh 
There were eight 
kings of 
whom it is written that they “did right 
in the sight of the Lord." aud this Uz- 
ziah, or A/.aria ii. was one ut the eight 
(verse 4; l l Kings xv, 1-3). ~But they 
only did right in same measure, some 
more, some less, aud ail failed in many 
things. 
The time is still future when 
the twelve tribes shall be one king­ 
dom and a king silting on the throne 
of David at Jerusalem who shall reign 
In righteousness, bringing peace, quiet 
ness and assurance to all His people 
and to all the world (JKzek. xx xvii. 21, 
22; lsa. xxxii, I, 17). 
But it shall be, for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it. 
“They shall call 
Jerusalem the throne of the Lord, and 


all tne nations snail ne gathered unto 
it, to the name of the Lord, to Jerusa­ 
lem” (Jer. Iii. 17>. 
At that day it shall 
be said “Tile Kine of Israel, even .Je 
horah, is in tin* midst of thee; thou 
shalt not see evil any more" (Zeph. iii. 
15). 
"And Jehovah shall be king over 
all the earth" <Zeeh. xiv. bi. 
In those 
days the kingdom and nation that will 
not serve Israel shall perish and be ut 
terly wasted (lsa. IX. 12» 
Although 
Uzziah 
reigned 
ti tty-two 
years, 
his 
whole story is found in this one lesson 
chapter and iii the first seven verses 
of II Kings xv. 
In his days isaiah and 
Amos were the prophets, the Lord's 
messengers (lsa. i, I; Amos t. I), full 
of rebuke for sin. but also of predie 
tiou of a glorious future for Israel 
when she Shall receive her Messiah 
Every 
good 
king 
should 
turn 
our 
thoughts to the Son of God. tile King 
of Israel (John i. 49>. and their failures 
set Him fort ti more brightly as the one 
who will never fail nor be discouraged 
Uzziah seems to have been greatly 
helped by a prophet named Zachariah, 
who had visions of God (verse 5)—not 
the one who wrote "the book bearing 
his name, for he lived after the cap 
tivity. nor the one of II Chron, xxiv, 
20. 21, who was stoned to death for 
his faithfulness. 
It is a great thing to 
see God, and this we can do in Jesus 
Christ, who said “ Ile Unit hath seen 
Me bath seen the Father" (John xiv, 
9). 
We can by the Spirit behold the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ 
(II Cor. iv, 4, C), and thus we shall be 
enabled to help others to see Him, too, 
and know Him. 
While this prophet 
helned him he sought the Lord, aud 


God made him to prosper (verse 5). 
I 
He seems to have been prospered j 
through most of his reign. God helped j 
him against his enemies, other nations i 
brought gifts to him, and his name 
spread abroad! iverses 7, 8>. 
Thus God ! 
honors those who honor Him. 
It was 
so during part of the reign of Solomon 
when the queen of Sheba and all kings 
of the earth sought him and brought i 
him gifts (ll Chron, ix, S. U. 22-24). So! 
it shall be iu an unprecedented di^ree j 
when Jesus Christ shall be King In 
Jerusalem. 
Then 
shall all 
nations, 
like thq wise men from the east, bring 
their treasures unto Him (Isa. lx, 9-1 lr 
Uzziah was so greatly blessed that 
he became self sufficient, strong In 
him self instead of in the Lord, and 
then he fell. 
Ile presumed to take 
upon him the office of a priest and to 
burn incense in the house of God. aud 
the Lord smote him w ith leprosy, and 
he became a leper unto the day of his 
death and had to live in a separate 
house.

lf we are redeemed we are kings and 
priests unto God and shall reign with 
Christ when [Ie reigns (Rev. I, C; v, 9, 
IO). 
Back of this sin of Uzziah it is 
not difficult to see the great adversary 
who said “I will be like the Most 
High" and w ho said to Eve, “Ye shall 
be as gods" (Isa. xiv, 14; Gen. iii, 5). 
Humility, not pride, is the ch a racters 
tic of a true child of God,, realizing that 


we are not Sufficient of ourselves to 
think anything as of ourselves, but our 
sufficiency is of God (ll Cor. iii, 5). The 
only w ar for us is to lie “strong in the 
Lord a 
i ut the power of His might," 
having no confidence in ourselves, for 
in us—that is. in our flesh-dwelleth 
no good thing (Eph. vi. IO; Phil, iii, 3; 
Rom. vii, 18>. 
We have a great High 
Priest who is touched with a feeling 
of our tnflrmi*: - and who is able ty) 
save to the uttermost all of those who 
come unto God by Him. 
Let us rejoice iii Him and serve 
Him with all humility, remembering to 
do justly, love mercy and walk hum­ 
bly with our God. 
All self righteous­

tion to be somebody or something apart 
from Jesus Christ we must shun as we 
would the devil himself.

The story of Ruth is one of the most 
beautiful and inspiring to be found in 
history. At some time during the period 
of the Judges In Israel a famine pre­ 
vailed in the land. A family of Beth­ 
lehem. consisting of Elimelech, 
his 
wife Naomi and their two sons. M ab­ 
ton and Chil ion. being sore pressed, 
emigrated to Moab. 
Here Elunelecb 
died, and after bis decease the two 
sons married Moabitisb wives, named 
respectively Orpah and Ruth. 
In ten 
years the sons also died, and Naomi re 
solved to return to Bethlehem. Ruth. 
after a most touching appeal, was al­ 
lowed to return with ber. 
They a r­ 
rived at, Bethlehem just at the begin­ 
ning qf the barley harvest, and Ruth. 
going out to glean, chanced to go into 
the field of Boaz, a Wealthy man and 
near kinsman of Elimelech. her father- 
in-law. A romantic courtship followed, 
and Boaz took Ruth to be his wife. 
She bore him a son, who was called 
Ohed. This son became the father of 
JGsse, who was the father of David. 
Thus Ruth became the ancestress of 
Christ, lie r life teaches many useful 
lessons, some of which are especially 
appropriate for a consecration service. 
1. The life of Ruth leaches a lesson 
on kindnessu Naomi was accompanied 
part of th ® w a y toward the land of 
Judah by her daughters-in law. When 
the hour of separation came and she 
bade them return “each to her moth 
er's house" she added, “The Lord deal 
kindly with you. as ye have dealt with 
the dead land with me." 
They had 
been kind to their husbands—her sons 
—and had dealt kindly with her In her 
bereavements and loneliness. 
It was 
kindness manifested in the home, in 
the family, a sphere of life where there 
is much need of tile manifestation of 
more kindness and mutual considera­ 
tion. 
The word “kind" is related to 
“kin,” and kindness may well begin in 
the home. But It should not ^»nd there 
As Christians, inspired by the example 
of Christ, we should do to all men as 
we would have them do to us. 
2. The life of Ruth teaches a lesson 
on constancy. 
Iu lier plea not to be 
sent back from accompanying Naomi 
to her old home Ruth shows a con 
stancy of friendship and of love that 
has seldom been equaled. 
For Naomi 
she was willing to leave her own land, 
her own people, her owu gods, and to 
accept 
those 
of 
ber 
mother-in-law. 
“W hither thou goest. I will go; * * * 
thy people shall be my people and thy 
God my God; where thou diest, will I 
die, and there will I be buried; the 
Lord do so to me. and more also, if 
aught but death part thee and me.” 
Constant to death. 
Such constancy 
should characterize us In all the rela­ 
tions of life. 
It should especially be 
manifested 
in 
our 
religious 
lives. 
Christ wants just such constancy, such 
faithfulness, for n e has said. “Be thou 


faithful unto cfeath, and T will give 
thee a crown of life.” 
3. The life of Ruth teaches a lesson 
on the profitableness of goodness. Of 
the life of Ruth it bes Pei i well said. 
“Human kindness, filial I 
-iy, affec­ 
tionate constancy, uncomplaining toil. 
true chastity, sweet patience, strong 
faith, noble generosity, simple piety— 
all are here, and they are all observed 
by God and are shown to be pleasing 
to Him. who rewards them in due 
tim e ” Ruth made a good choice when 
she chose Naomi’s God as tier God 
For all the goodness of her life she 
was abundantly rewarded 
Peace and 
plenty and high honor were among the 
blessings rhat God bestowed ii [ion her 
In this life and eternal happiness in 
the life to come. Let us imitate Ruth’s 
noble example and learn the lessons 
taught to us by her simple and beauti­ 
ful life.
